State police followed 
him Sunday. February 13. on the 
Bonneauville road, from Gettysburg 
to the lane leading to his home, and 
placed the charge He pleaded not j 
guilty and was held for court. He 
furnished $500 bail and was released I 
from Jail pending court action.

BRIEF NOTES ON 
STRAWBERRIES 
Experience continues to prove year 
after year that strawberries should 
be planted as early in the spring as 
soil and weather conditions permit 
Observation demonstrates that the 
plants from early runners produce 
the largest 
number and highest 
quality berries, 
Guess-work is definitely mat of 
the window.' when it comes to soil 
alkalinity 
or 
acidity. 
Prospective 
growers should have an accurate 
test made of the soil where they in­ 
tend to set out strawberries. If there 
is plenty of organic matter in the 
soil to a liberal depth, the soil may 
test between a pH value of 5.7 to 6.5 
or even a little higher. By this 
method of testin'? for lime require­ 
ments a pH of 7.0 represents neutral 
soil, anything above that level in­ 
dicates alkalinity, anything below 
acidity. Therefore, strawberries pre­ 
fer a slightly acid reaction. 
Fertilizer needs for this fruit vary, 
of course, among soil types and con­ 
ditions But from the standpoint of 
the beginner with strawberries it < 


may be upset Frequently the chok- I 
est colors start off with smaller and 
weaker seedlings than those colors 
typical for the class.
